French Sculptor. ‘ 

There tecently died at Ivry, 4 Parts 
suburb, a remarkable old man, a sep.’ 
tuagenarian, named raissard. He 
died im poverty, but bad he ‘chosen he, 
could have become one of the most 
famous Furopenn sculptors.
